London rates showed the pound rather less than 
one-half of one per cent. higher on balance than the 
Continental gold currencies, except the peseta, 
quotations for which became nominal on August 5.

Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 334) 


In the foreign trade the net tonnage of vessels 
that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom during 
July, 1936, with cargo, was 0°5 per cent. less than 
in July, 1935; arrivals in ballast were 0-9 per cent. 
greater. Departures with cargo were 1:4 per cent. 
smaller; those in ballast showed an increase of 9°3 
per cent. The coasting trade sustained its improve- 
ment during each of the first six months of the 
year, and in July arrivals and departures with cargo 
were 2°4 and 3-4 per cent. and arrivals and depar- 
tures in ballast 5-3 and 3°4 per cent. respectively 
heavier than a year earlier.

The exchange rates for sterling in terms of the 
various Continental gold currencies showed an improve- 
ment in the value of the pound of about 0°2 or 0°3 per 
cent, in the first week of August, but for the remainder 
df the month, although the tendency was generally 
against the local currencies, the movements were 
within very narrow limits. In the case of the Madrid 
rate quotations were nominal from August 5, these 
rates showing a steady depreciation of the peseta as 
compared with sterling. On balance during August 
the pound gained rather less than one-half of one per 
ent. in comparison with the French franc, and a 
similar movement was recorded in relation to other 
Continental gold currencies, except the peseta. 

Scandinavian currency rates were unchanged. 

The United States and Canadian dollars weakened 
wmewhat in August in relation to sterling and the 
Japanese yen improved a little in the first week of the 
month. The Shanghai dollar was unchanged at 142d. 
There was no change in the value of the Canadian 
dollar in terms of United States currency throughout 
August, quotations being at parity rate. 

According to information received from Buenos 
Aires, the official selling rate for the Argentine peso 
was unchanged at 17:08 pesos to the pound during the 
ix weeks ended August 14, while during the same 
period the free market rate showed an appreciation of 


the local currency from 18-73 pesos to the pound on

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN JULY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during July, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival amounted to 7,623,000 tons, or 39,000 tons 
(0°5 per cent.) less than in July, 1935. Decreases were 
recorded for the majority of the trading areas specified 
in the returns, the largest being in respect of ‘‘ South 
America—Atlantic Coast,’’ ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries’’ and ‘* Australasia’’ ; 
the decreased tonnage arriving from the first-named 
region may be associated with reduced imports of 
grain from the Argentine. There were, on the other 
hand, considerable increases in the case of ‘‘ North 
America—Atlantic Coast ’’ and ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign).’’ As regards the nationalities of the vessels, 
British tonnage decreased by 83,000 tons (2 per cent.), 
French by 51,000 tons (15 per cent.) and Dutch by 
22,000 tons (6 per cent.), while increases of 96,000 
tons (25 per cent.), 37,000 tons (9 per cent.) and 24,000 
tons (6 per cent.) were recorded for Norwegian, 
United States and German vessels, respectively. 
About 58 per cent. of the net tonnage that arrived 
with cargo in July, 1936, was British, as compared 
with 59 per cent. a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
July, 1936, at any port without cargo for discharge at 
that port (recorded as arriving in ballast) totalled 
8,459,000 tons, or 31,000 tons (0°9 per cent.) more than 
in the corresponding month last year. British tonnage 
showed little change, but French tonnage was higher 
by 97,000 tons (50 per cent.), and there was also a 
large proportionate increase in the case of United 
States tonnage. There were decreases of 23,000 tons 
(12 per cent.) and 73,000 tons (20 per cent.), respec- 
tively, in the tonnage of Dutch vessels and vessels of 
** Other Nationalities ’’-—Italian and Spanish vessels 
contributing largely to the latter decrease. The 
British proportion of the net tonnage that arrived in 
ballast was 66 per cent. in July, 1936, as against 67 per 
cent. in July, 1935, while of the total British tonnage 
that arrived about 34 per cent. was in ballast in both 
months. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during July, 1936, from ports at 
which they had loaded cargo for abroad aggregated 
6,066,000 tons, or 84,000 tons (1:4 per cent.) less than 
in July, 1935. Among the trading areas the most 
important change was a reduction from 323,000 tons 
to 104,000 tons in the departures with cargo for 
“* Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries,’’ this 
decrease being partly off-set by an increase in the 
departures to ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign).’’ British 
tonnage was substantially the same as a year ago, but 
United States tonnage increased by 56,000 tons (31 
per cent.), while the tonnage of French vessels 
declined by 52,000 tons (15 per cent.). There was also 
a decrease amounting to 115,000 tons (12 per cent.) 
in the tonnage of ‘‘ Other Nationalities,’’ which was 
shared mainly by Spanish and Italian vessels. About 
65 per cent. of the net tonnage that departed with 
cargo was British in July, 1936, as compared with 64 
per cent. a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast) amounted during the 
month to 5,338,000 tons, or 456,000 tons (93 per 
cent.) more than in the corresponding month last 
year. Except for Dutch vessels, for which a very 
small decrease was recorded, all the principal nation- 
alities showed increases. British tonnage was higher 





by 188,000 tons (7 per cent.), French by 99,000 tons 
(51 per cent.), Norwegian by 68,000 tons (21 per cent.) 
and United States tonnage by 49,000 tons (25 per 
cent.). The British proportion of the net tonnage that 
departed in ballast was 56 per cent. in July, 1936, ag 
against 57 per cent. in July, 1935, while of the total 
British tonnage that departed 48 per cent. was in 
ballast in the later and 42 per cent. in the earlier 
period. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the chief 
ports in the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 335. The

It will be seen from the above table that there was 
a general increase in shipping activity at Middles- 
brough, and a decline in the arrivals in ballast and 
departures with cargo at South Wales ports, which 
may be associated with reduced coal exports from 
those ports. 


Coasting Trade.—The all-round increase in the 
coasting trade, as compared with a year earlier, which 
was noted for each of the first six months of this year, 
continued in July, the net tonnage of the arrivals and 
departures with cargo increasing by 59,000 tons (24 
per cent.) and 84,000 tons (8:4 per cent.), respectively, 
and the arrivals and departures in ballast by 204,000 
tons (5°3 per cent.) and 182,000 tons (3-4 per cent.). 
The principal changes at the chief ports, as compared 
with July, 1935, are shown below :—

NETHERLANDS 
BUYING POWER AND TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Budgets both at home and oversea have been kept 
balanced, though the latter, *writes the Commercial 
Secretary to H,M. Legation at The Hague, have 
required bolstering from the home Government, which 
has been successful in a number of conversion opera- 
tions, entailing however guarantees of the Netherlands 
Rast Indian debts. It has also been hampered by the 
fluctuations in the discount market due to time- 
honoured methods of defending currency, which, how- 
ever, simultaneously severely affected private trade. 


It is perhaps fortunate that foreign and native dis- 
trust of the stability of the guilder were never evinced 
simultaneously. The absence of foreign investments in 
Holland, and close co-operation of the central bank 
and the other financial houses in the country, by which 
an outflow of gold could be moderated and restricted to 
bona fide transactions, prevented foreign attacks being 
successful, unsupported as they were by investments 
in the country. 


When, however, native capital became nervous the 
position was far more grave, and it is probably only 
due to the fact that foreign currencies were distrusted 
that the movement did not end in a catastrophe. The 
gold lost by the Netherlands Bank has been trickling 
back, and discount rates have reverted to more normal 
proportions, but Netherlands private holdings of 
foreign securities and gold, abroad and at home, 
must still be considerable. 


GOVERNMENT’S FINANCIAL Po.icy 


The deflationary policy of the Government is 
defended on the ground that devaluation would disturb 
capital. The Government disclaims any intention of 
having recourse to devaluation to adjust price levels. 
Capital, it is claimed, is to remain intact and costs of 
production forced down so as eventually to reach the 
world’s level. 


The Government has reduced its wages and salary 
bil and also forced other public corporations to follow 
suit, but the levels of such wages still remained above 
those paid privately to skilled labour. A further reduc- 
tion of wages can hardly be contemplated unless the 
cost of living is reduced, and this is counteracted by 
wtificial maintenance of prices as regards foodstuffs by 
‘vies and monopoly duties under the Agricultural 
Crisis Act, and as regards many imports of primary 
lecessities (such as cotton and woollen piece-goods, 
‘lothing, boots and leather), owing to the effect of 
quotas on prices. 


PRIVATE FINANCE 


Private finance has found little outlet in the country. 


Though some industrial securities, shipping and 
Netherlands East Indian plantation and other shares 
ve risen, great uneasiness in the mortgage market 
ue to proposed Government interference has dis-

turbed these trust and gilt-edged securities. Most 
banks have been able to announce that their engage- 
ments in Germany have either been reduced suffi- 
ciently or written off entirely, and those operating in 
the Netherlands East Indies have also set their house 
in order in respect to their plantation and sugar 
interests, in some cases by writing off capital. On the 
other hand, the position of the private creditor holding 
German interests still remains uncertain. Though the 
clearing agreement provides for transfer of certain 
interest the amount available for this purpose is but 
small. Moreover, reductions in interest are consider- 
able, and the principal remains outstanding. 


INDUSTRIALISATION AND THE AGRICULTURIST 


The Ministry of Economic Affairs has been divided 
into two separate Ministries, one for Agriculture and 
the other for Commerce and Industry. The new 
Minister of the latter department is endeavouring to 
introduce a policy of industrialisation, which appears 
to point to an abandonment of the policy of support- 
ing the agricultural producer. Other signs of possible 
changes are the announcement that the institution of 

- a protective Tariff'is under consideration and that an 
investigation is being made on behalf of the Minister 
of Agriculture into the whole emergency policy of the 
Government and the measures taken to assist and 
protect agricultural producers. It must, however, be 
borne in mind that the latter are among the strongest 
supporters of the parties behind the Government, and 
it is difficult to take action adversely affecting their 
interests. The maintenance of the present agricultural 
export policy and industrialisation on anything but a 
small scale are, however, incompatible. 


Hanpicaprs To Foreign TRADE 


The present restriction system has fixed trade in 
many directions, leaving no opportunities of benefiting 
by more favourable conditions at other sources of 
supply. Moreover, artificial shortage is maintaining 
high price levels. The clearing agreements that are 
operative with certain countries are inevitably leading 
to the balancing of imports and exports; this is par- 
ticularly the case in regard to Netherlands trade with 
Germany. 


The position with Germany is hampered by claims 
which originated before the conclusion of an agreement ; 
these are only being liquidated very slowly. Mean- 
while, reservations for payment of interest and the 
provision of a certain amount of free currency are 
delaying the payment of new trade debts by several 
months. The reluctance of certain classes to buy 
German goods, and high prices, have greatly affected 
purchases of German goods, and consequently reduced 
the amount available for counter-payment. 

United Kingdom exports to the Netherlands have 
decreased in value partly owing to restrictions, but also 
owing to a definite loss of buying power. Netherlands 
exports to the United Kingdom have been maintained, 
but with the world’s prices ruling in the market they 
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have not shown much profit to the producer, whose 
costs of production are on a gold basis and are further 
increased by artificially maintained home prices. The 
advantage gained by the Netherlands is only that of an 
outlet for perishable produce which finds other markets 
closed to it either by restrictions or inability to provide 
the necessary foreign currency. 


Efforts to slow down the internal production 
mechanism of the country and to transfer production 
from exportable goods to those required on the home 
market are being continued at great cost, often en- 
countering both passive and active resistance from 
parties directly engaged. The cost of this procedure, 
entailing the giving of bounties and restricting produc- 
tion areas, has not diminished. 


The former means has encouraged over-production in 
some cases such as in the dairy industry, where the 
producer argued that although the price obtained in- 
creased by the bounty was not equal to the cost of 
production, the greater the production the smaller the 
total loss, overheads in the shape of rent, labour and 
taxes remaining the same. 


TRANSPORT, INLAND AND SEA 


Stagnation of trade has seriously affected the older 
means of inland transport, viz., waterborne and rail- 
borne traffic, whereas the improvement of the road and 
bridge system has stimulated transport by this medium. 
A single authority and a fund for which certain revenue 
has been earmarked have been instituted to deal with 
and provide for all means of transport, including air 
traffic. The satisfactory development of the latter, 
though several serious mishaps occurred, is continuing 
both in the country and to foreign destinations. The 
most important service to the Netherlands East Indies 
was converted into a bi-weekly one. 


The high costs of entry for sea-going ships have been 
reduced in order to place Netherlands ports in a more 
competitive position as regards their neighbours. The 
tonnage figures, which had shown an alarming decline, 
are apparently improving. An increase of freight 
offering has led to a reduction in the number of ships 
laid up. 


The operations of the Government Subsidy Bureau 
have eased shipowners as regards credits required to 
run their vessels and a considerable sum is to be set 
aside to build a new transatlantic liner to maintain the 
service in the North Atlantic trade. On the other hand 
the passenger service to South American ports has been 
abandoned. 


INDUSTRIAL PosITION 


The industrial position of the Netherlands, notwith- 
standing protection by means of restrictions on imports, 
is continuing to decline. Extension and establishment 
of industries may be found in isolated trades, but the 
figures for unemployment speak volumes. A home 
market which has been accustomed to supplies of the 
newest materials and designs, without stint but at the 
same time only in comparatively small quantities, is 
difficult to educate into being content with a limited 
collection provided by the home industry working at 
a disadvantage in costs of production and without any 
prospects of extending its market abroad. 


The deflationary policy of the Netherlands Govern- 
ment includes measures of adaptation of industries to 
altered circumstances and encouragement of produc- 
tion, price and other agreements between producers. 
In some cases the establishment of new concerns is 
controlled by these agreements and the trade closed to 
newcomers for the purpose of preventing competition. 
An agreement comprising the whole leather trade has 
however failed. 


Diminishing markets at home and abroad have in- 
evitably affected Dutch coal mines. The policy of 


expansion by the States Mines has been forcibly 
checked, but the system of continuous production and 
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maximum output per man cannot be slowed down at 
short notice. Private mines have therefore more oftep 
worked short weeks than the State Mines. For the 
first time in many years the total production shows g 
decrease, but not to the same extent as the mep 
engaged. 


AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES 


Agriculture, apart from its financial results, has pro. 
duced high class and plentiful harvests. Restriction 
of exportable produce on the one hand and encourage. 
ment of crops for the home market have continued at 
considerable expense to the consumer, but to the grow. 
ing satisfaction of a large proportion of the farmin, 
community. Efforts have not been spared to give the 
small farmer greater support than his more prosperous 
neighbour, but the policy is still far from perfect. 


Development of farming land has been nearly com. 
pleted in the first portion of the Zuider Zee which has 
been reclaimed. It has been decided that reclamation 
of a further 47,600 hectares will be taken in hand forth. 
with at an estimated cost of 126 million florins. 


Netherlands fisheries have lost the greater portion 
of the foreign markets owing to restrictions and cur- 
rency difficulties. As regards herring, a system of 
restricted catches has been in force, which has not been 
unsuccessful though far from being profitable. The 
trawling industry is to be reorganised both as regards 
sales and distributive methods. A scheme to scrap old 
uneconomic trawlers is also said to be contemplated. 


TRADE AND CLEARING AGREEMENTS 


Trade and Clearing Agreements were in force with a 
number of countries; in some cases the contents of 
these were not disclosed. At the end of the year the 
trade agreement with Germany was renewed. It was 
semi-officially announced in the press that quotas for 
imports from Germany had not, in the main, under- 
gone great changes, though the interests of Dutch 
competing industries had not been lost sight of. As 
regards exports from Holland, it was stated that agree- 
ment had been reached on a basis allowing for a greater 
quantitative export, but that the minimum prices laid 
down under the Netherlands export control had been 
reduced. 


A trade agreement with the United States was also 
announced, by means of which exports from the 
Netherlands would benefit under 63 items of the Tariff. 
The Netherlands East Indian plantation exports would 
receive less stringent treatment, and also, inter alia, 
herring and gin. Most-favoured-nation treatment, 
except as regards coal imports, was laid down. United 
States trade with the Netherlands was to receive most- 
favoured-nation treatment in the fullest sense. 


Negotiations were reopened on the subject of the 
Modus Vivendi concluded between the United Kingdom 
and the Netherlands in 1934. The United Kingdoms 
unfavourable balance of trade continued to grow owing 
to restrictions of imports into the Netherlands and to 
a diminution of buying power on the one hand and the 
necessity to find a market for perishable produce 00 
the other. The negotiations are still proceeding.

From these figures it will be seen that a slight in- 
cease of exports of manufactures has taken place; but 
invalue there has been a decrease, As regards imports, 
the situation is reversed, the quantity having been 
reduced but the value slightly increased. 

Increased exports took place in 1935 cf cotton piece- 
gods, machinery and fertilisers, but there was a re- 
duction in woollen piece-goods, rayon yarns, wireless 
apparatus, electric lamps, paper, margarine, and dairy 
produce. 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KinGpom 
These were not only reduced in value but also in 
weight, viz. from 1,744,109 tons in 1984 to 1,491,401 
tons in 1935, a remark which applies also to Nether- 
lands exports to the United Kingdom, which were re- 
duced from 1,110,971 to 1,097,662 tons. The adverse 
balance in value increased from 38 to 55 million florins. 
The reduction in imports from the United Kingdom 
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was brought about in the first place by smaller importa- 
tions of coal and coke (1,364,400 to 1,194,300 tons), 
iron and steel (53,500 tons to 52,800 tons), tinplates 
(32,000 to 28,200 tons), chemicals (18,700 to 6,000 
tons), machinery (10,500 to 8,200 tons) and wireless 
apparatus (2°6 to 1:7 million guilders). On the other 
hand, imports of yarns increased from 12,700 to 18,300 
tons, but were slightly reduced in value from 10:7 to 
10:3 million guilders, Piece-goods similarly rose from 
11,900 to 12,000 tons, but were also reduced in value 
from 11 to 10:1 million guilders. 


The reduced imports of iron and steel were not 
confined to the United Kingdom share, as imports from 
Germany dropped from 417,000 to 830,000 tons, valued 
at 40-2 million guilders and 32:4 million guilders re- 
spectively. On the other hand, imports from Belgium 
increased from 249,000 to 261,000 tons, but were 
reduced in value. 


In respect of tinplate, the principal competitor, Ger- 
many, supplied 20,839 tons, valued at 2,656,000 florins, 
in 1985 as compared with 23,623 tons, valued at 
3,066,000 florins, in 1934. 


Though the weight of chemicals supplied by the 
United Kingdom decreased the value remained nearly 
stationary.

It must, however, not be lost sight of that the loss 
of turnover and of the market in the hinterland have 
very seriously affected the country’s buying power. 
Over and above the direct loss in earnings there have 
been considerable losses of capital, as may be seen 
from the returns in the chapter on Finance in the 
Commercial Secretary’s report, and finally the cost of 
living and of taxation has not diminished. In respect 
to the former, it has been pointed out elsewhere that 
the artificial standard of prices for primary require- 
ments is far above the world’s level, and with an un- 
employment index figure well over 30 the balance 
available out of unemployment pay or direct relief is 
insufficient for the purchase of luxuries. 


Unfortunately, the latter class of goods is often of 
United Kingdom origin, so that the loss of buying 
power in the first place affects United Kingdom trade. 
That this loss is not solely suffered by the United 
Kingdom may be gathered from the figures and per- 
centages of different countries’ shares in Netherlands 
trade in pre-crisis years.

France.—On the inland market prices of pig iron 
and steel products have remained unchanged since the 
beginning of 1935, with the exception of thin sheets, 
which increased by about 6 per cent. in June.

CoNDITIONS 


1. A Consul may issue on request a certificate 
of United Kingdom origin for herring which have 
been exported to one foreign country and which it 
is intended to re-ship to another foreign country 
for which Certificates of Origin are required, pro- 
vided that the herring have not been cleared from 
bond in the country of original destination or 
reckoned against the quota for United Kingdom 
imports into that country, and that the Consul 
is satisfied of the United Kingdom origin of the 
herring by the production of the original certifi- 
cate or where no certificate is required locally by 
other documentary evidence; 


2. Where the herring are to be re-shipped to 
Finland, the Consul will communicate with the 
British Herring Trade Association (address— 
18, Golden Square, Aberdeen; telegraphic address 
—Combine, Aberdeen) before granting his certifi- 
cate, and ascertain whether the herring can be 
certified as coming within the special quota 
admissible at the lower rate of duty; 


8. Where the herring are to be re-shipped to 
Lithuania, the Certificate of Origin is required to 
show the value of the consignment and will sub- 
sequently require endorsement by a Lithuanian 
consular authority ; 


4. The Consul will require the surrender of 
the original certificate or other document or will 
endorse it; he will also make a note of the par- 
ticulars and forward it to the Board of Trade, who 
will take any appropriate action (e.g. in the case 
of diversion to Finland, particulars should be 
passed on to the British Herring Trade Associa- 
tion). 


In the event of such Certificates of Origin being 
issued the usual Consular fees will be levied and appli- 
cants for such certificates will be liable to charges in 
regard to the cost of any telegrams required to be sent

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ENDLESS BAND KNIVES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Add. 
tional Import Duties (No. 24) Order, 1936 (S.R. & 0, 
No. 828), which provides for an increased duty, ie. 
7d. per foot or part of a foot of the length, on endlegs 
band knives of a width exceeding 2 inches but not 
exceeding 44 inches as from August 28, 1936. These 
knives, which have hitherto been chargeable to duty at 
20 per cent. ad valorem, are used principally in the 
leather trade. 


The Committee report that, until production was 
commenced in this country about five years ago, the 
consuming interests were entirely dependent on foreign 
sources of supply. Satisfactory progress was made for 
a time by the British manufacturers who were able to 
supply their knives at prices competitive with imports, 
but more recently the prices of the foreign knives have: 
been reduced to exceptionally low levels, against which 
it is impossible for the home producer to compete, and 
this is seriously retarding the progress of the industry,

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD 
REFERENCE: LIFTING JACKS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has 
telegraphed to the Department of Overseas Trade that 
the Minister of Trade and Customs has referred to the 
Australian Tariff Board a request of Messrs. Auto- 
mobile Parts and Accessories Company, Limited, of 
Adelaide, that all types of lifting jacks be brought 
under one tariff heading and that alternative rates of 
duty should be imposed thereon. 


Lifting jacks are at present classified according to 
kind, either under Tariff Item 176 (F) (1), which covers 
‘‘ machines not elsewhere included ’’ (British Pre- 
ferential Tariff, 45 per cent. ad valorem, subject to 
adjustment on account of exchange; General Tarif, 
65 per cent. ad valorem), or under Item 219 (B), which 
covers ‘‘ hand tools wholly or principally of metal not 
elsewhere included ’’ (British Preferential Tariff, 35 
per cent. ad valorem, subject to adjustment on 
account of exchange; General Tariff, 55 per cent. ad 
valorem).

COAL OUTPUT AND IMPORTS IN 1935 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


Output of coal in 1935 amounted to 13,864,577 tons, or an 
advance of 0-39 per cent. over the 1934 total of 13,810,198 
tons. Mines in Nova Scotia produced 5,808,420 tons, @ de- 
crease of 8:4 per cent. from the preceding year. New 
Brunswick’s production amounted to 342,333 tons, an i 
crease of 8-8 per cent. from that of the previous year, 
the largest in the history of the industry in that province. 
Saskatchewan’s output increased as compared with 1934, the 
totals being 919,477 tons and 909,288 tons respectively, thus 
representing an increase of 1-1 per cent. Alberta’s output 
reached a total of 5,461,027 tons, an increase of 14-9 pet 
cent. over the preceding year. The production of coal 1 
British Columbia, which in 1934 reached 1,485,969 tons, de- 
creased by 11-8 per cent. to 1,329,379 tons, or the lowest 
recorded for 42 years. 


IMPORTS AND THEIR SOURCES 


Imports of coal into Canada during 1935 totalled 
13,009,098 tons, a decrease of 5-8 per cent. from the previous 
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year. Anthracite importations consisted of 3,447,638 tons, 
of which 48-3 per cent. was from the United States, 42:3 per 
cnt. from Great Britain, 5-9 per cent. from Germany, 1-9 

r cent. from Belgium, and 1-6 per cent. from French Indo- 
China. Bituminous coal importations amounted to 9,556,214 
tons, and included 9,175,185 tons from the United States 
and 380,645 tons from Great Britain, 


The total amount of coal made available for consumption 
during the year was 26,455,284 tons as compared with 
97,317,515 tons in 1934.

GOLD PRODUCTION IN 1935 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The total of production of new or primary gold in Canada 
last year was 3,284,890 fine ozs., valued in Canadian funds 
at 115,595,279 dollars, as compared with 2,972,074 fine ozs. 
(102,536,553 dols.) in 1934. The 1935 total was an all-time 
high record for both quantity and value, and increases in 
output were recorded for each of the producing provinces, 
viz., Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and British Columbia. 

Ontario, Quebec and British Columbia are Canada’s 
principal gold producing provinces, accounting last year 
respectively for 67-5 per cent., 14:3 per cent. and 11-9 per 
cent. of the total Dominion production. There was reported 
last year the first officially recorded contribution of lode 
gold from the North-West Territories, this being gold con- 
tained in ores mined in the Great Slave Lake District.

GERMANY 
RETAIL TRADE TURNOVER, JANUARY—JUNE 


The British Commercial Secretary at Berlin states that 
according to reports issued by German Trade Research De- 
partments, there was a general improvement of 10 per cent. 
in the value of the retail trade turnover during the first six 
months of the current year, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of last year. In the first half of 1935 there 
was actually a downward tendency in volume after the 
panic purchases in 1934, although prices as a whole were 
3 per cent. higher. 


During the first half of the current year the greatest 
increase took place in furniture, due to the great building 
activity; in large towns the number of dwellings erec 
was 44 per cent. higher than in 1935. Sales of motor cars 
rose by 16 per cent. in value, paperware and foodstuffs by 
10 per cent. and textiles by 9 per cent. Prices of foodstuffs 
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have shown a large increase; the official index rose by 2-4 

rcent. The quantity of meat sold in 1936 was lower than 
, year ago, but average prices were up between 7 per cent. 
gnd 8 per cent. Prices of textiles have risen by 12 per cent. 
in the past three years. In comparison with the low level 
of 1933, sales of motor cars and furniture have undergone 
the most favourable development in 1936. 


The turnover of large stores was 2 per cent. higher this 
var than in 1935, but was still 7 per cent. under the lowest 
ievel reached in what is generally regarded as the critical 
period of 1933. 


Although it is too early to draw up a balance sheet show- 
ing the effects of the Olympic Games as retails sales, press 
reports point to the fact that the most success appears to 
have been achieved in the photographic branch. The turn- 
wer in other branches of trade has not been up to the 
ylume anticipated, apart from small articles for imme- 
diate use and cheap souvenirs. Press comments emphasise 
the fact that the most important aspect is not ‘large pur- 
chases of German goods by foreigners, but the propaganda 
gread abroad by the quality of German goods.”’

The total value of imports in July amounted to 651 
million kroner and of exports to 51-5 million kr., the excess 
of imports over exports being 13°6 million kr. The corre- 
sponding figures for July, 1935, were 63°6 million kr., 43-7 
million kr. and 19-9 million kr., respectively. The value of 
exports was thus unusually high and is viewed with no little 
satisfaction. 


In comparison with July, 1935, there was an increase in 
import value in the case of wines and spirits; spinning 
materials; manufactured textiles; hair, feathers, furs, 
bones, etc.; fats, oils, tar, gums and the like; crude and 
semi-manufactured minerals; manufactured minerals, 
manufactured metals and motor cars. There was a fall in 
the case of cereals; bran; colonial produce, particularly 
sugar; and ships. Exports increased in the case of fish meal ; 
animal feeding stuffs; hides and skins; fish oil; mechanical 
and chemical pulp and paper; iron ore and molybdenite; 
artificial fertiliser; and electro-pig iron, copper, zinc and 
ferro-manganese. The only group of exports which showed 
a considerable drop was sawn and planed timber.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


Retail trade has been good, showing department store 
sales for the first half of August as nearly 15 per cent. above 
a year ago. The favourable trend of business led to the 
official announcement that the National Income for 1936 
will be the highest since 1929. 

The Guaranty Trust Company’s index of business activity 
in July was 89-0, the highest since July, 1930, against 85-4 
in June and 70°8 a year ago. The price index on August 15 
was 58°9; this is the highest since November, 1930, and com- 
pares with 55-9 a month earlier and 52-9 a year ago. 

Railway freight loadings for the week ended August 15 
were 736,497 cars, being 8,204 above the preceding week, 
122,492 above a year ago and 134,709 higher than two years 
ago. 

July chain store sales were 14 per cent. above a year ago; 
business in some departments was the highest recorded ; the 
index was 109-6 per cent. for the 1929-31 average, as against 
108-0 in June.

Production of electricity in the week ended August 15 wag 
14-3 per cent. above a year ago, which was moderately aboyg 
the preceding week. 

July life insurance sales were 6 per cent. above a year 
ago, showing a gain in all sections of the country ; sales for 
the first seven months of this year were 3 per cent. above g 
year ago. 

Construction contracts awarded in 37 States in July were 
294,833,800 dollars, being 27 per cent. above June and 8 
per cent. above a year ago; residential contracts were 
72,093,600 dols., or 49 per cent. above a year ago. 

Farm income from the sale of agricultural products in the 
first half of the year was 3,132 million dols., or 17 per cent, 
above a year ago; the income for the second half is officially 
expected to surpass last year. 

Steel operations in the week before last were 724 per cent, 
of capacity, establishing a new high for the year and fourth 
quarter prospects are encouraging, especially in the railway 
demand. Manufacturers of construction steel are operati 
to capacity and steel demand for the new automobile models 
is anticipated soon. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices on August 22 was 84-1, as against 84-0 the week before 
and 84:3 two weeks before.—Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York (London Office).

EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The Exchange of Notes referred to in the ‘‘B.T.J.” of 
July 20, 1936 (page 278), has now been published in a White 
Paper (Cmd. 5267). The Notes are dated August 10. Pend- 
ing the conclusion of a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation, 
H.M. Government in the United Kingdom and the Brazilian 
Government have agreed to accord to the goods from 
the two countries respectively most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment on a basis of reciprocity. 

The Agreement took effect from August 10 and is subject 
to three months’ notice of denunciation by either Govern- 
ment. 

The Exchange of Notes provides that :— 

(a) goods the produce or manufacture of Brazil im- 
ported into the United Kingdom (whether for 
consumption, re-export or transit) will receive 
treatment not less favourable than that granted 
to goods the produce or manufacture of any other 
foreign country ; 

(b) goods the produce or manufacture of the United 
Kingdom imported into Brazil (whether for con- 
sumption, re-export or transit) will receive treat- 
ment not less favourable than that granted to 
goods the produce or manufacture of any other 
foreign country ; 

(c) similar treatment will be accorded in Brazil to goods 
the produce or manufacture of any British 
Colony, protectorate or territory in respect of 
which His Majesty exercises a Mandate, in which 
Brazilian goods receive treatment not less favour- 
able than that accorded to goods of the most 
favoured foreign country. 


It is agreed, however, that the right to most-favoured- 
nation treatment accorded by the Exchange of Notes is not 
to extend to advantages now accorded or in future accorded 
by Brazil to adjacent countries to facilitate frontier traffic, 
or to advantages granted in virtue of a Customs union. 

It is also provided that nothing in the Exchange of Notes 
shall entitle the Brazilian Government to claim the benefit 
of any treatment, preference or privilege which may be 
granted in the United Kingdom exclusively to territories 
under the sovereignty of H.M. the King, or under His 
Majesty’s suzerainty, protection or mandate. 

The Exchange of Notes was concluded to take the place of 
the commercial agreement contained in the Exchange 
Notes of September 11, 1931, which was denounced by the 
Brazilian Government with effect from July 31 last. A tem- 
porary arrangement, providing for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment, was concluded to cover the intervening 
period between July 31 and August 10. 

A supplementary Exchange of Notes provides for recipro 
cal maintenance of the Customs duties existing on July 1 
between Brazil and Newfoundland (White Paper Cmd. 
5268).

DUTY REDUCED ON PARTS FOR MOTOR CAR 
ENGINES 


H.M. Representative at Santiago has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree, No. 2,484, dated July 10, published in 
the “ Diario Oficial’? of July 24, which amends Rule P.05 
of the Customs Tariff, with the result that parts for motor 
car engines are now dutiable under Tariff No. 1,396 at 45 
centavos gold per kilog. gross instead of under Tariff No. 
1,492 at 90 centavos gold per kilog. gross, whether or not 
such parts are shipped in the same case as parts for vehicles 
not specified. 

Notr.—The above goods remain liable to a surcharge of 
300 per cent. of the duty. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


GOODS EXEMPT FROM EXCHANGE PERMIT 
REQUIREMENT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘B.T.J.’’ of April 26, 1934 (page 647), H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Prague has forwarded a translation of a Decree, 
No. 6,800/NB/36 of July 23, 1936, and effective as from 
August 1, 1936, which provides for the following modifica- 
tions in the list of goods which are exempt from exchange 
permit requirement on importation into Czechoslovakia :— 
I.—Postal letter consignments :

GERMANY 


MONOPOLY TAX ON BUTTER 


H.M. Ambassador at Berlin reports that from August 14 
to August 27, 1936, the monopoly tax (including fee) on 
butter was fixed at 54 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 


GREECE 
IMPORTATION OF PRIVATE MOTOR CARS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens has 
forwarded the following particulars of a Ministerial Decree 
(No. 59,596), published in the Greek ‘‘ Official Gazette,”’ 
No. 107, Part 2, of June 23, 1936, regarding the importation 
into Greece of private motor cars by persons taking up their 
residence permanently in that country :— 

(a) The importation of private motor cars by persons 
taking up their residence permanently in Greece 
will be permitted under a permit issued by the 
Minister of National Economy. Applications for 
such permit must be addressed to the Ministry of 
National Economy and be accompanied by the 
following certificates : 

(1) A certificate from the appropriate Consular 
authority to the effect that the applicant intends to 
settle permanently in Greece. 

(2) A certificate (giving the maker’s name, seat- 
ing capacity, and the numbers of the engine and 
chassis) from the same authority that the car in 
question has been the property of the applicant for 
at least two years previously ; and 

(3) The applicant when clearing the car through 
the Customs must produce the licence of the car in 
the country from which he is proceeding, issued in 
his name. 

In no circumstances will an import permit be 
granted in respect of a private car entering Greece 
before the arrival of the owner. 

(b) A motor car entering Greece under the provisions of 
this Decree may not be sold until after the expira- 
tion of three years from the date of issue of the 
import permit. 

(c) Motor cars entering Greece prior to the promulgation 
of this Decree may, as an exception, be imported 
under permit issued by the Minister of National 
Economy, even though in possession of the present 
owner for less than two years. 

(d) The importation of motor cars into Greece by tourists 
of foreign nationality, or by Greek nationals, visit- 
ing Greece, but not with a view to settling per- 
manently in that country, is permitted by means 
of a “triptych ”’ certificate and without further 
formality, on condition that re-exportation is 
effected within a period of eight months from date 
of entry into Greece. 
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IMPORTATION OF MOTOR CAR SPARE PARTS 


A further Decree (No, 62,986), published in the Greek 
“‘ Official Gazette ”? No, 107, Part 2, of June 23, 1936, pro- 
hibits the issue of import permits for the importation intg 
Greece of motor car goods which are not spare parts of g 
purely mechanical nature und originating from countries 
with which Greece has no compensation agreements. The 
Decree provides that import permits shall be granted only in 
cases where the applications to import such goods are from 
countries with which Greece has ‘‘ compensation ” agree. 
ments, and preferably from those countries with which the 
relative clearing account shows a stable active balance jn 
favour of Greece. 


LATVIA 
EXEMPTION FROM CUSTOMS DUTY OF 
AIRCRAFT 


H.M. Representative at Riga reports that, according to an 
announcement in the ‘‘ Government Gazette’’ of July 31, 
1936, as from that date complete aeroplanes, aeroplane 
motors and parachutes [Tariff No. 173 (8) and (9)] may be 
imported into Latvia free of Customs duty. Motor-propelled 
aircraft, including the motor, were formerly dutiable at 
Lats 200 each, and those not motor-propelled at Lats 100 
each ; motors imported separately were formerly dutiable at 
Lats 0:20 per kilogramme under Tariff No. 167 (1-a), 

It should be noted that parts and accessories of aeroplanes 
imported separately or as spares, also parts and accessories 
of motors, are not exempt and pay duty as before,

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The

U.S.S.R. 
GENERAL CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Ambassador at Moscow has furnished a translation 
of the General Customs Tariff of the Soviet Union. 

The principal feature of the tariff, as it now stands, is the 
extension of the system of maximum and minimum rates 
of duty, the minimum rates being applied to goods entering 
the Soviet Union in accordance with the import plans of 
the Government, while the maximum rates are applied to 
goods not included in the import plans, and also to goods 
forwarded as parcels, without an import licence, to State 
institutions, organisations and private persons. In the case 
of parcels imported from the United Kingdom containing 
articles for the personal use of the recipient, the minimum 
rate is charged provided an import licence is obtained in 
advance through the Moscow Narodny Bank in London. The 
duty must be paid to the Bank in sterling.
